In the meantime the town was 
invested and the telegraph wires cut, But 
the Magistrate inside raised a foreo of some 
hundred men to aid the regulars in manning 
the walls, and so provented the immediate 
loss of tho town, The first whu endeavour- 
ed to bring assistance wae General Chu at 
Kagee. He aot forth at the head of 
three handred wen, but wos attack- 
ed on the way by auperior num- 
bers. His ammunition gave gut, and ho 
himself was wounded ; but he continued 
to fight gallantly till he was killed. More 
than a third of his mon shared this fnte, 
and tho remainder effected their escapo 
into the town. Lin Ch‘av.tung, tho next 
to attempt the relief of Chung-hua, met 
with better fortune than General Chu. Ho 
emerged from the monetains with his ra- 
gulur troops, and eightesn hundred men 
enlisted in the neighbourhood ut the mo- 
ment. He advauced during the night with 
such silence that his approach was nut 
n-ticed by tho insurgents, who were 
engaged iv assaultirg the city. Towards 
dawn he fell upon them unawares. His 
friends within the walla poured ont. fram 
tho gares to assist him. A junction of 
forees was effected and the siege was raised.
